Over-confidence, expressed in any lessening of 
the most vigorous war efforts possible, is playing 
the German game, the same game of behind-the-linc 
propaganda which has won Germany’s most notable 
victory, the disruption of Russia. 
America’s answer to the treachery of Lenine and 
Trotzky, who were paid German gold to surrender 
a whole nation to the Boche yoke, must he an over­ 
whelming over-subscription to the Fourth Libert) 
Loan. 
Nothing less will shock the German people intr 
complete realization that every man. woman and child 
of the United States is determined to crush them. 


GETTING AHEAD 


The price of necessary commodities, lumped 
together, has exactly doubled since the summer of 
1914. 
It is two and one-half times as high as it was 
in the last decade of the nineteenth century. 
Tills means, of course, that it takes about twice 
as much money today to live in the same way we lived 
just before the war, and two and one-half times as 
much as it did to live twenty years ago.

Ii he has debts of long standing, incurred for 
example,, in buying a home, he can pay them oft 
twice as fast. 
O r sup|x>se he is putting present savings in the 
hank, or investing them in Liberty Bonds or Thrift 
Stamps. 
lit is sure to gain then*, too. 
Though 
prices may never return to their pre-war level, they 
are sure to come down considerably after the year. 
Every dollar saved today will then be worth more 
than it is now. It will buy more. 
The moral is plain. 
Save yvhile the saving is 
good, and put your money in Liberty Bonds.

If it is good for boys to have erect car 
riage, firm muscles, cheerful endurance of discomfort 
discipline and order, it is good for their future mates 
to have these qualities also.

for girls when first installed in schools has often ii; 
the past been overdone, or done with more zeal than 
discretion. 
The results have sometimes made for 
future weakness instead of strength. 
Neither boys nor girls should be permitted tc 
overdo during adolescence. That is not sex discrim­ 
ination but plain common sense. 
Any training intelligently conducted so that it 
results in permanent improvement of body and in­ 
crease of mental and spiritual self-contaol should be 
given boys ami girls alike.

REDEEMING PALESTINE 


Early in September the Turkish government was 
engaged in negotiations with German and Austrian 
Jews to settle the fate of Palestine. 
The Jewish 
leaders of Central Europe, working evidently in har­ 
mony with the German and Austrian governments, 
were acting on the Turkish proposals for the estab­ 
lishment of an “almost autonomous” Hebrew’ state. 
Now that fine little scheme is knocked in the 
head by the spectacular resumption of British pro­ 
gress in Palestine. 
It is General Allenby, not the 
sultan or the kaiser, that will determine Palestine’s 
fate. 
It is the enlightened Jews of Allied countries, 
not those of Central Europe, whose wishes Will be 
considered. 
The British government has Gor some time 
been engaged in a comprehensive plan fpr the estab­ 
lishment of an independent Jewish republic, the res­ 
toration of the Holy Land and the realization of Zion­ 
ist hopes. 
That plan is near consummation. 
There 
can be no question ttTht the tyrannous and stupid 
Turkish rule over long subjected but superior races is 
going to be abolished for good by the triumph of 
Allied arms. 
Turkish collapse is probably nearer than most 
persons imagine, and the hopes of Jews. Arabs, A r­ 
menians and Greeks rise accordingly. 
There is par­ 
ticular interest in the Jewish outlook, because of its 
religious and historical significance. 
Always in the oast the Turks and the Germans 
have blighted the hopes of Zion. 
Henceforth they 
will be powerless.

Anthemy am endm ent to the federal 
law will result in the vote today, be­ 
ing the last hi the upper branch. 
If 
they are defeated, suffrage forces will 
battle on with every parliam entary 
means at their command to keep the 
issue alive—■and troublesome to the 
“antis.” 
Confident as it is possible to be with­ 
out knowing that victory is absolute­ 
ly sure, both suffragists and antis to­ 
day poured into the ca p ito l,'seeking 
choice places in senate galleries. Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt for the suffrag­ 
ists and Mrs. James W adsworth, Jr., 
for the antis were rallying points for 
their supporters. 
Last m inute calls on 
doubtful senators were made early in 
the day. 
Despite the fact that Senator Curtis 
for the suffragists and Senator Under­ 
wood for the antis both claim victory 
by fairly safe margins, the decision 
today rests upon one or two senators 
who have succeeded in puzzling every­ 
body as to how they will vote. 
One of these is Culberson, Texas. 
When the last senate vote on suffrage 
was taken—March 8, 1914—Culberson 
did not vote. 
Both “pros” and "antis” 
claimed him in advance of the vote 
today. 
Overman, North Carolina, was an­ 
other about whom support claims cen­ 
tered. 
Overman voted “No” but suff­ 
ragists declared he is expected to 
change today 
Gore, who voted ‘^No” in 1914, is def­ 
initely counted for suffrage now. al­ 
though he is not pledged and therefore 
neither side can tell what he can do 
until he votes. 
King, Utah, about 
whom there wa* some doubt, has been 
definitely paired for suffrage. 
In 1914 the vote for suffrage was 35 
against and 34 for, with 26 not voting. 
Today’s vote—if a vote is reached to­ 
day—promises to show fewer not vot­ 
ing. 
The suffragists will have with 
them today Cummins, Lewis, Penrose, 
Smith 
(Arizona), 
and 
Walsh, 
who 
were absent when the 1914 vote was 
taken. The resolution before the sen­ 
ate today 
subm itting 
the Anthony 
amendment to the states for ratifica­ 
tion passed the house on June IO, this 
year. 
It got the unanimous vote of 
23 states. 
It was first introduced in the senate 
by Sargent, California, in January, 
1878. Since then thirty attem pts have 
been made to get the senate to ap­ 
prove it, but only two votes have been 
taken—one in 1887, when there were 
16 for and 34 against—and the one 
in 1914.

The retail grocer is required to base 
his cost price as displayed above on 
the actual Invoice cost of the mer­ 
chandise plus any freight or carriage 
Into his store.

is a splendid descriptive writer and 
tells of his toilrs to the other side 
and scenes there in a most entertain­ 
ing manner. 
He is making complete 
descriptions of his trips, writing them 
on a typewriter, and after the

will assemble and preserve them in 
folder form.

trip® arcoss, the last one

Ireland, where lie was very desirous 
of going, as on previous trips he had 
been to other points. 
His letter cov­ 
ers incidents on

of them came very close to us, drop­
